“If you want to know why we have 
no first class pruless.onal mvuse-Keep- 
ers in this country,” volunteeréu the 
importer of an English specimen, “it 
is because the American woman is tov 
.proud and far too independent to allow 
an employe LO manage ner nome, Lnat 
is also the reason why we with the best 
ordered, most luxurious homes in the 
world, suffer from criminally wastefui 
domestic management and the worst 
service of any highly civilized people. 
In France or England, where half as 
much meney is spent where there 1s 
twice as much work for the servants 
to do-and a third of the conveniences 
here are put at their disposal, the fash- 
jonable country or city house is conduc- 
ted with a noiseless regularity that fills 
the American visitor with nothing short 
of amazement. In houses where the in- 
comes are by no means large.a corps of 
finished servants will be found, that 
only millionaires over here can afford. 

“Just as long as the American woman 
is head of a modest household she is the 
most all around capable housekeeper in 
the world; she can face stiffer odds and 
frout them more utterly than any 
French or English woman living. We 
are the only women in the world who, 
when deserted at a critical moment, can 
cook a meal and yet sit at the head of 
the table, while that same meal is being 
served, in a fetching frock carrying on 
a conversation as though nothing had 
happened. It is a charming fauculty, 
but when she is put at the head of a 
corps of twenty servants and a great 
country house her system fails. 

“A big, fashionable household is just 
like a big ship, it’s got to have a cap- 
tain to direct its course and an engineer 
to run its machinery, and in the foreign 
countries they realize and provide for 


this. In France it is usualy a maitre 
d'hotel who shoulders the domestic 
burden. He has worked up in the ser- 


vice and his word is law to the servants 
He hires and dismisses them plans their 
work, sees that it is done and he guar- 
antees to keep the men and maids well 
fed on a stated allowance. The mis- 
tress gives him a fixed sum’ every 
month and on this he caters for the 
servants table that is by no means sup- 
plied from the larder that feeds the 
family. Every servant is entitled to the 
scraps he or she leaves and has her 
own plate, knife, fork, spoon, ete., and 
when a meal is over these are washed 
and set away by their-owners in their 
special cupboards. Scraps are an im- 
portant item to the thrifty French do- 
mestic. Pr 
In Kngland there is a woman who does 
this,‘and every handsome English house 
is built with special housekeepers quar- 
ers, a sitting room and bed room. Some 
American houses are now being pro- 
vided with these special two rooms. 
“My housekeeper is of a typical sort. 
She is about forty, plump, pleasing and 
a settled widow who entered service at 
sixteen as a scullery maid and has 
worked up. She is addressed by the 
household as Mrs. Brown, and every 
afternoon her tea is served in her sit- 
ting room at 4 o’clock by a maid. She 
drinks tea and eats her dinner alone, 
later, wearing a plain black silk gown, 


‘a muslin wreath cap and a-small lawn 


apron, Every servant in the house, 
with the exception of the butler, is un- 
der her direct control, and for the good 
or evil that every servant does she is 
responsible. 

“She accepts my directions with a hu- 
mility no decayed gentlewoman would 
show, and with a respectfulness no con- 
fidential lady’s maid ever feels. She 
gets $50 a month and an allowance for 
paying the servants’ wages and cater- 
ing to their table, and she it is who 
sees that no waste goes on in my house. 

“With a prayer of thanksgiving anda 
quiet mind I can now nightly lay my 
head on my pillow, and I don't expect 
to come down with nervous prostrat on 
at the end of the season. The storm 
and stress of housekeeping has passed 
me, and no longer must I.cooly count 


off $200 a month to waste as most fash- | 


ionable hostesses do; no longer do I 
haunt intelligence offices when a dozen 
engagements press, and no longer do I 
sit down to weep on coming home from 
a hard afternoon's calling to hear that 
a cook has left in a rage, the parlor 
maid has smashed my best bric-a-brac 
and the laundress scorched a hole in my 
best tablecloth: 


“But let me tell you what lots of our; 


rich women do. They don’t mind®hand- 
ing their babies into the care of kinder- 
gartners, but they deeply resent shar- 
ing the command of their households 
with a competent Woman. For my part 
I think every big American household 
where there is a great corps of servants 
should have one of.these competent Wwo- 
men at the head, and very soon, in con- 
sequence, we would see a marked im- 
provement in the American maid serv- 
ant, for training domestics is one of the 
important missions of the Engl sh 
housekeeper. She takes in ignorant 
girls and teaches them first to ‘be com- 
petent kitchen maids and then promotes 
them as their value and knowledge in-

Miss Corelli was so fortunate as to 
secure a lease of “‘Ye Hall’s Croft’’ the 
very home where lived and died Shake- 
speare’s favorite daughter Susannah, 
and her husbani, Dr. John Hall. Both 
have lain for two and a half centuries 
in the old parish church by the side 
of the great poet, but their deiightfui 
home is apparently as gooi as when 
they left it. 

From foundation to eaves the outside 
is covered with masses of ivy, now a 
brilliant crimson, and there is a lovely 
garden at the back. On one side of the 
great square entrance hall is the large 
drawing room, on the other the dining 
room, while from the back ascends a 
magnificent old oak staircase.

NURSERY COOKERY, 
THE SMALL CHILD’S DIET, 
By Christine Terhune Herrick. 

(Continued from last week.) 

Few women start out on their mater- 
nal career with enough training prin- 
ciples to last through an indefinite se- 
ries of babies. They exercise unlimited 
theories upon the first child. If he sur- 
vives their experiments, they may still 
have sufficient energy to continue their 
Pet systems with a second and perhaps 


even with a third child. If others 
follow, the mothers are more 
than likely to let their theo- 


ries, like their piano playing and 
their familiarity with foreign languages, 
fall into innocuous desuetude. As one 
over-taxed matron said of her eighth 
and youngest child, “I brought up the 
others, I let Octavia come up!” 

The mother has had unusual persist- 
ence who has “brought up” an even 
smaller number. Mothers’ clubs and 
meetings do much to stimulate her fail- 
ing energies, even when the children fol- 
low each other into the world close upon 
one another’s helpless heels. The books 
and magazines written and edited ex- 
pressly for mothers are of incalculable 
help. In spite. of them all she probably 


_keeps but a small share of the fancies 


with which she set out ‘6n her course as 
a matron. And in many instances the 
babies are none the worse for it. 

It is a pity, however, when the mother 
reaches the point where she ceases to be- 
stow close attention upon the nature and 
preparation of the children’s food. Heed- 
less habits, careless’ speech and even 
lack of courage may possibly be cor- 
rected in life, but it is another thing to 
‘attempt, in mature years, to pull out the 
faulty foundations of the digestion and 
to raise a substantial superstructure 
when there is practically no base. The 
man who has been badly fed in infancy 
must go softly,all his days, so far as his 
digestion is edéncerned, and in many 
cases can only avoid dyspepsia by judi- 
cious,abstinence and by constant care 
in the choice of his food. 

If a mother would only grasp the fact 
that because a thing does not, in the ex- 
treme sense of the word, disagree with 
a child at the time he-eats it, it is no 
sign thaf it has not harmed him! Pa- 
rents who seem to believe that the di- 
gestive powers of their children rival 
those of ostriches will cabinly allow their 
four or five year olds to eat unlimited 
sausage and buckwheat cakes at break- 
fast, partake of fried foods and salads 
at luncheon, and wind up the day with 
roast duck, pickles and pie at a late 
dinner. 
vive the experience the deluded parents 
will triumphantly assert that the fare 
has done the youngsters no harm. The 
fact is ignored that the child who im- 
poses the task of digesting such a meal 


upon his tender gastric organs is draw- | 


ing upon his reserve forces to meet the 
demand, and as a consequence will en- 
counter such calls later in life with de- 
pleted powers. 

Remembering all this, .the mother 
should not weary in well doing and re+ 
lax her efforts in her child’s behalf by 
the time he reaches his fifth or sixth 
year. His dietary should still receive 
her close and careful attention, and be- 


cause it is more extensive now than | 


when he was younger it should be nore 
the less thoughtfully guarded. 


The cereal should still begin the break- | 


fast. Oatmeal, cornmeal mush, hominy, 
wheaten grits, or something of the sort, 
makes a better beginning for the first 
meal of the day than fruit. This hasa 
tendency to take the first edge from a. 
child’s: appetite, and to disincline him 
for the solid food that is to follow. Ags 
a rule, he is better off with no sugar on 


his porridge, or, as in some families I | 


know, the sugar may be reserved fora 
Sunday morning treat. Even then it 
should be put on with discretion. Wiih 
the porridge cream should be given, if 
possible, or at least, plenty of milk 
Milk may also be served as a beverage, 
either pure, or mixed with hot water intu 


‘cambric tea,’ or made into cocoa cr | 


weak chocolate, Apropos of these latter, 
it may be said that they should never 
be made ir. the careless fashion tha: 
simply stirs the prepared cocoa-powdei 
into the boiliig water or milk and then 
serves it at once. The compound should 


always boil for from thiee to five min- 


utes after the powder is added.

FRESH WATER FISH. 


By Louis Role. 

Almost any one can, at this season of 
the year, obtain and enjoy a meal of such 
fresh water fish as are common in this 
northern country in the winter season, 
but even so common a thing as pick- 
erel and perch should be well cooked to 
be enjoyable. We all relish fried pick- 
erel and perch, done brown in pork fat, 
with pork scraps on the side, as the 
waiter at the restaurant styles it, but 
we can get too much of a good thing 
and desire a change at times. Other 
ways of cooking these fish require more 
care and attention, but the effort will 
repay you by its desirable results. 

Before considering the cooking let me 
suggest the easiest and best way to 
remove the scales from a pickerel or 
perch, and the same rule will apply to a 
lake trout or any other thick-skinned 
fish. Place the fish in the sink over a 
large dish and pour over it on all sides 
boiling water and then the scales will 
easily be removed by scraping with a 
sharp knife. In the case of a lake trout 
you also remove by scraping from head 
to tail much of the oil that is in the skin 
and which is objectionable to many. 
PICKEREL STUFFED AND BAKED. 

Having scaled the fish as above, draw 
it, removing the gills and wipe well with 
a dry, clean cloth; fill the paunch with 
well-seasoned veal stuffing, sew it up 
with a trussing needle and fine string, 
make several incisions in the sides and 
Place in a baking pan; season with pep- 
per and salt, chopped parsley and a few, 
mushrooms, a small onion and a large 
piece of fresh butter—six to eight ounces 
if you have a large fish—moisten with 
the juice of one lemon and a little white 
stock, cover with buttered paper and 
bake till well done, basting frequently 
with its own liquor. If you desire a 
sauce for the fish add a cupful of brown 
stock to the iiquor left in the pan, a lit- 
tle more lemgn juice and fresh butter, 
thicken with cornstarch or flour wet in 
cold water and serve some around the 
fish. 

PICKEREL A LA HOLLANDAISE. 

Scale und clean the fish as soon as 
possible after it is taken from the water, 
and cut them into slices of about one 
inch, placing ,the pieces in an earthen 
vessel. Season with pepper,salt,—oil, 
lemon juice, chopped parsley and a lit- 
tle grated nutmeg, turning the slices 
over in th: saasoning occasionally in 
order that they may be well saturated 
with it. Hlalf an hour before dinner 
drain them on a napkin, dip each sep- 
arately in bread or cracker crumbs and 
fry in hot deep fat. Garnish with pars- 
ley and serve with Dutch or Tartar

jelly between the layers. 


BUTTER AND PARSLEY SAUCE, 

Butter sauce, the foundation of But- 
ter and Parsley sauce, as well as many 
others, requires careful preparation. 
Put two ourmes of fresh butter in a 
stewpan with two ounces of sifted flour, 
knead the whole well together, adding 
gradually a half pint of cold water, 
stirring on the fire -untilit boils and al- 
lowing it to cook slowly for twenty min- 
utes, being careful if it gets too thick 
to add more cold water; then gradually 
stir in three-quarters of a pound more 
of fresh butter. Strain and put a ta- 


| blespoonful of chopped parsley into 


a half pint of the butter sauce and just 
before sending to the table add a little 
lemon juice. This sauce should always 
be made just before it is needed for use. 
If exposed long to the heat it becomes 
rancid, but if at once a little ice water 
or a piece of ice is added and it be 
stirred vigorously it will be restored to 
its original sweetness, 

The above recipes are equally good 
for the preparation of large perch or 
for German carp, except that there may 
be a difference in the length of.time re- 
quired to cook them, dependant alto- 
gether upon the size of the fish.

FOR MONDAY’S BREAKFAST. 


Animals are euch agreeable friends; they ask no 
questions; they pass no criticisms.—Anon. 


BREAKFAST.—Fruit. Veal Cutdhts, Celery 
Salad. Crisp Bacon. Cheese. French Pancake. 
Coffee, Cream, 

FRENCH CUSTARD,—Take four eggs, one pint 
of boiling milk, two ounces of sugar, half the 
thin peel of a lemon grated. Mix the sugar and 
grated lemon. peel and pour on them the boiling 
milk and let this stand half an hour, Beat the 
eggs well in a basin, add the milk (now only 
warm) and pass the mixture through a sieve and 
fill the custard cups with it. Put these in a 
bain marie and poach 12 minutes. Any other 
flavor than lemon may be used. Coffee custard is 
made of half a pint of hot, strong coffee, half a 
pint of hot milk, two ounces of sugar. Dissolve, 
add four beaten eggs, put in cups and poach in a 
bain marie. 

COTELETTES DE VEAU A LA ZINGARA.— 
This is an entree and historically a favorite. Put 
some butter in a frying pan, let it get hot, season 
and put in the cutlets over a hot fire and let 
them cook on both sides. Fry yellow in their 
own lard as many thin slices of bacon as there 
are cutlets and curl one around each cutlet.. Add 
to the hot fat half a cup of consomme, half a 
cup of melted aspic, a tablespoonful of tomato 
juice, the juice of a lemon, and reduce this to a 
thick -sauce. Then add a teaspoonful of hashed 
parsley to the sauce and pour it over the cutlets.

PALMYRA SOUFFLE.—Whip three ounces oj 
butter in a hot saucepan till it is almost dis 
solved, then add two tablespoonfuls of corn- 
starch; mix thoroughly and pour in a pint of 
cold milk with four ounces of suger, 
set the saucepan on hot part of range and stir 
until the composition reaches a boil and is quite 
thick, then take it from fire and add four egg 
yolks and their stiffly beaten whites. Crush five 
or six macaroons, soak half in maraschino or 
chartreuse and leave the other half dry; add the 
soaked ones to the souffle at the same time as 
the white of the eggs and stir all together prop- 
erly. Butter a deep china dish or silver dish, 
put in the above preparation, marking a design 
on the top with a knife; pour hot water in a 
saute pan, boil it up once, then stand the souffle 
dish in it, boil again for a few moments and 
transfer to a hot oven. To know when it is 
cooked, stick the blade of a small knife or a 
larding needle through the center, and if it comes 
out dry the souffle is done. It must only be 
cooked at the last moment to be served immedi- 
ately, otherwise it will fall and be spoiled. Be 
fore putting in the oven strew the top with the 


dry crushed macaroons, which will form a crust.

PAIN DE BRUXELLES (to cut thin for after- 
noon tea).—Take one pound of raised dough, four 
ounces of sugar, four ounces of well cleaned cur- 
rants, the same of butter, half a lemon rind 
grated. Knead all these well and add a whole 
egg and knead again. Shape into a long loaf, 
when cooked to be four inches high, and put it 
in the oven with other bread. Take it out when 
the crust is a rich brown and well, but thinly, 
formed all over.

Taxing Phillips Academy. 


The decisions handed down by the 
full bench of the supreme court affect- 
ing the taxation of College property 
have very great importance to Ando- 
ver. The cases were that of Harvard 
College and Phillips Academy and 
have resulted in a victory for the col- 
lege, and, on account of lack of  infor- 
mation, an order for a new trial in the 
Academy case. 

The decision is, however, a victory 
for the Academy in a larger part of its 
appeal from the actions‘of the assessors 
and undoubtedly means that the town 
cannot assess taxes on buildings de- 
voted to school uses, with a rather lib- 
eral interpretation placed upon the 
phrase «school purposes.” 

Such a result is in no wise a retlec- 
tion upon the local assessors who have 
made the contest. They deserve com- 
mendation for their action in the mat- 
ter and the way in which they have 
pushed the case. They and the town 
are also to be congratulated upon the 
eminent fairness that the trustees have 
shown in considering the question, and 
while there are many of our citizens 
who have believed in more taxes for 
the institutions, there is not one who 
will not be pleased that in settling the

Q. When does the 20th century begin? 

A. It begins on day No. 1 of year No. 
1 of the 20th hundred years—that is, om 
Jan. 1, A. D. 1901. 

We must still see two Christmases be- 
fore the twentieth century dawns. ‘ 

Charles W. Eliot, president of Har- 
vard University, writes as follows to the 
New York Journal: “The question, 
‘With what year does a ceirtiry begin or 
end?’ is a question in-chronology, not 
in astronomy, and must be answered by 
a reference to the’system of reckoning 
which has been adopted by chronologers. 
This system makes the birth of Christ 
a dividing point from which the years 
are counted backward and forward. The 
year immediately preceding the -divid- 
ing point is called the first year before 
Christ (B. C. 1.); thé year immediately 
following is called the first year after 
Christ (A. D. 1). In chronology there 
is no year 0, either before or after 
Christ. Events happening within 12 
months after the birth of Christ are 
said to have occurred in the first year of 
Christ, just as we say that a child dying 
at the age of six months dies in its first 
year. The full tale of a century not 
being complete until the hundredth 
year has ended, the first century ended 
with the close of A. D. 100; the second 
began with A. D. 101; the 19th will end 
with Dec. 31, 1900, the 20th will. begin 
with Jan. 1, 1901.

THE JEWISH TERROR, & 
The. main fact about the Jews on the 
Continent which emerges from a study 
of the present situation is that for some 
reason or other’ they inspire terror. 
Just as on a somewhat smaller scale 
Jesuits inspire terror among the ex- 
treme Protestants, and the Freemasons 
fill the minds of Roman Catholics with 
an unreasonable dread, so the Jew, or 
rather the thought of the Jew’s wealth 
and ability, causes terror amnog the 
mass of mankind on the Continent. 
That this terror is as absurd and as un- 
reasonable as is the terror caused re- 
spectively by the Jesuits and Freema- 
sons, we ourselves do not doubt for a 
moment, but that does not alter the 
fact that the sense of terror exists. It 
is hardly too much to say that the ma- 
jority of people on the Continent hon- 
estly believe that unless the Jews are in 
some way or other curbed, or controlled, 
and kept down, something very dread- 
ful _will happen. In Russia the vast 
Slavonic population and its leaders be- 
lieve that unless the Jews are impound- 
ed in the Polish Pale they will swamp 
the true Russian, and utterly ruin and 
destroy the Russian nationality ‘and the 
Russian ideal. In Austria, it is believed 
that if the Jews are allowed to go on as 
they are going on they will get every- 
thing into their hands—the land of the 
peasants, the scources of public infor- 
mation and the press, and the nerves 
by which trade and 


commerce are 


moved. In it is much the 
same story, and there the Jews are be- 
lieved, unless stopped in time, to be 
about to monopolize the universities, 
In France it is thought that the Jews, 
if not put down with the strong hand 
will capture the whole administration, 
as well as strangle commerce by their 
octopus grip. So one might go on to 
enumerate the vague, but none the less 
real terrors which the Jews inspire.—

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Mourning Stationary. 
Ninety-nine people in every hundred 
when they receive funereal looking mis- 
sives with black edges on envelopes and 
paper that gives them cold shivers 
down their spines, take it for granted 
that the black edges are put on with a 
printing press. Nine in tén of the re- 
tail stationers, who sell this paper are 
of the same mind. All are alike mis- 
taken. 

It is because even the printing press 
has its limitations that the black bor- 
der is called on to satisfy the demand 
for mourning stationery, and members 
of this obscure craft—most of them 
women—find good in the wind that 
blows ill to others. 

The black borderer is unique in earn- 
ing larger wages probably than are 
paid to women in any other trade that 
requires only manual dexterity and a 
true eye. She makes frequently as much 
as $35 a week, and the most expert 
black borderers*have been paid even $40 
a week. 

Wearing black tips on the ends of her 
fingers to shield them, she sits at a 
broad table, on which a pot of glossy 
black paint, with a flat brush in it, is 
flanked by piles of fresh stock, it may 
be cards, envelopes or paper. 

Taking 20, 30 or even 50 sheets of pa- 
per in her hands, according to quality 
and the width of border to be put on, 
she spreads them, or ‘fans them out, 
as she says, till the edge of each pro- 
trudes beyond that of the one above it 
just far enough to leave exposed the 
width it is desired to make the border. 
This spreading is not done at ° right 
angles to the edge of the sheet, but 
diagonally, 80 that borders on one side 
and one end of the sheets are exposed 
at once. : 

All this is done quick as a wink, but it 
must be Gone just so. The width ex- 
posed must be the same for the differ- 
ent. sheets, and vhe border of any one 
sheet must be of the same width a’l the 
way along. This much done, the hand- 
ful is given a quick outward sweep 
with the brush and laid aside to dry. 
No rule is used. The eye alone deter- 
mines when the paper has been fannel 
out far enough. Each bunch handled 
must be not only uniform within itself 
but with other handfuls of the same lot. 

Cards, envelopes and other stationery 
are handled in the same way. After the 
two edges treated at the first handling 
are dry, which is in a short time, since 
quick drying paint is used, the paper is 
fanned out again and the other edges 
clad in mourning.—Chicago Tribune.

Sunday morning, Rev. Mr. Page, 
pastor of Trinity church, preached an 
historical sermon, in which the history 
of the organization and of Central 
church was reviewed. . 

Yesterday was the 50th anniversary 
of the first Sunday service held in the 
Central church, which in 1883, united 
with the Elliot to form the _ Trinity 
church, and the anniversary was ob- 
served-both at the 10.30 o'clock services 
in the morning and again at the 7 
o'clock rites in the evening. The serv- 
ices were in:commemoration cf the or- 
ganization of the Central church. 

The evening services were very large- 
ly attended. All old residents had 
been specially invited, and the theme of 
the meeting was “After Fifty Years.” 

The exercises opened with an organ 
recital, at 6.45 o’clock, by the organist, 
Miss Georgia B. Easton. Rev. Mr. 
Page made a short introductory ad- 
dress and then read letters from Revs. 
Lyman Whiting, W. Park, George H. 
Ide, T. M. Miles, former pastors of Cen- 
tral church. ‘ 

The pastor then introduced Gilbert E. 
Hood, a deacon at the church. He 
spoke on how rapidly ehurches were 
built in this vicinity at the beginning of 
the city’s history. He said that there 
seemed to be a retrogade movement at 
the present time relative to the building 
of churches as compared with 50 years 
ago. But he explained that by saying 
that the people came to this. city in 
large numbers when thé municipality 
was first being built and almost immed- 
jately there werep eople to fill the 
churches. 
¢ Ex-Mayor R. H. Tewksbury was the 
next speaker. He spoke on the great 
contrast existing between conditions at 
the present time and 50 years ago. He 
said that then there were no free lect- 


ures, no public libraries, no emergency 


hospital, no city mission and no good 
roads. He spoke of how many years 
ago the ancestors of some of the parish- 
ioners at the Trinity church used to go 
from this city on horseback to Havery- 
hill to attend church services. 

Mayor James H. Eaton was next in- 
troduced. He said.the clergymen of 
today had harder work to perform than 
the pastors of 50 years ago and that the 
church services were fully as good as 
they were half a century ago. He said 
that notwithstanding the Sunday pa- 
pers, periodicals, the bicycle and rail- 
way trains of today, church services 
were attended by several times greater 
per cent. of persons in proportion to the 
population than were in attendance at 
church services 50 years ago.

Clerk Corcoran read the names of the 
members of the city government for the 
ensuing year ard this was supplement-

Meeting of Common Council. 

At 11 o'e!ock, the members of 1900's 
common, council entered the chamber 
an!, takihg their seats, were called to 
order by Councilman Spinlow who an- 
nounced the roll call. All the members 
Were present, and the councilman an- 
nounced that the first business would 
be the election of a president for the 
year of 1900, Ry the first ballot, Coun- 
cilman W. B. Bart’ey received 7 votes; 
Councilman John Spinlow 3; and Coun- 
cilman James P. Flynn, 8. As there 
was no choice, a second ballot was 
called for with the following result: 
Councilman Bartley, 7; Councilman 
Spinlow, 2; Councilman Flynn, 9 By 
this ballot, no definite result had been 
reached, so a third was called for and 
resulted in the election of Councilman 
James P. Flynn as president of the 
common council for the ensuing year. 
The final vote: : 

Councilman Flynn, 11; being voted 
for by Councilmen John Spinlow, Emil 
F. Muehlig, James P. Flynn, Michael 
F. Scanlon, W.lliam Farrell, John F. 
Connor, Charles B. Choate, Arthur H. 
Evans, Timothy Lynch, Thomas Max- 
weil, and Frank Smith. 6 

Councilman Bartley, 7; receiving the 
votes of Councilmen William Hofforth, 
Henry_P. Hart, Joseph, F. Kennedy;"W. 
B. Bartley, F. S. McCarthy, John Dono- 
hue, and James E. Gurry. : 

Councilman Spinlow. 0. 

President Flynn was escorted to his 
chair by a committee of two, compris- 
ing Councilmen Connors and Muehlig, 
appointed by Councilman Spinlow who 
was the acting chairman. 

President Flynn, having been sworn 
into -office by Clerk of the Common 
Council, Richard J. Shea, he thanked 
his fellow members for the honor. be- 
stowed upon him and announced the 
election of a clerk as the next business. 

Richard J. Shea was the unanimous 
choice of the board and was adminis- 
tered the oath of office by ex-City Clerk 
Wm. T. Kimball. 

The rules of 1899 were adopted as the 
rules of the council for the ensuing 
year and at 8 p.m. on the first and 
third Monday of each month was set 
as the time of the regular monthly 
meetings. 

At this point notice of Alderman Mi- 
ville’s election was received from the 
upper board. 

A small amount of concurrent busi- 
ess Was transacted and two temporary 
committees were appointed in connec- 
tion with the granting of the privilege 
to make the loan not exceeding $400,000. 
Upon the return of the committees, the 
councilmen acted in concurrence with 
the upper board in granting the privi- 
lege. 

William H. Merrow was unanimously 
re-elected as city messenger and the 
upper board was informed of the action 
of the councilmen. 

The city messenger announced the 
entering of the mayor and board of ald- 
ermen, into the councilmanic chamber. 
Everyone arose and upon. resuming 
their seats.the mayor called both boards 
to order for a joint convention. 

The first bus’ness was the election cf 
a city clerk. City Clerk Cornelius J. 
Corcoran was re-elected. receiving 
every vote with the exception of Coun- 
cilman Spinlow's, the latter naming 
William T. Kimball.as his man. 

The vote for city treasurer resulted in 
the re-election of City Treasurer Arthur 
A. Bailey. Tt was not unanimous how- 
ever, for Councilmen Muehlig, Spinlow, 


For assessor, John J. Hart was 
chosen, but Rufus Andrews received the 
votes of Councilmen Spinlow, Muehlig, 
and Evans. 

The next business was the election of 
two overseers of the poor, to be select- 
ed from the board of aldermen. The 
first ballot resulted in the election of 
Alderman Narcisse E. Miville who re- 
ceived every vote with the exception of 
two which went to Alderman Andrew 
Griffin, Jr. These were the votes” of 
Councilmen Spinlow and Evans. 

On the second ballot, Alderman An- 
drew A. Caffrey was elécted. receiving 
every vote but-one.

The aldermen then withdrew and the 
council proceeded to*vote for city so- 
licitor.

The following clipping from the Globe 
of Wednesday morning, concerning the 
Danvers fatality, is of interest to peo- 
ple of town where the nearest relatives 
of the deceased reside. The late Moses 
and Levi Goodhue of the south district 
were cousins of Miss Goodhue: 

DANVERS, Jan. 2—Miss Maria Good- 
hue was burne?él to death in her home 
on North street, Putnamville, early this 
morning. The -fire yas_ discovered by 
neighbore at 2 a. m., but the house was 
in ashes before help arrived at the 
scene. The remains of Miss Goodhue 


were later discovered in the ruins, The 
cause of the fire is unknown. 
Miss Goodhue was 78 years old, and 


she had lived alone in the house for 30 
years. The cause of her seclusion and 
strange manner of living was never ex- 
plained. She knew little outside of her 
narrow sphere of retirement and almost 
concealment. although she occasionally 
borrowed a newsnaper or made a visit 
to some trusted friend, where she eag- 
erly inquired concerning all the news of 
the town. 

She made occasional visits to* the 
bank, wearing the same hat and cloth- 
ing for more than four decades, The 
house destroyed was over 200 years old. 

Tt is estimated «that Miss Goodhue 
was worth from $15.000 to $20.000. ~ Al- 
though it is not believed that she ever 
kent anv money in the house. her rooms 
were filled with rare end valuable an- 
tiquities. Her living exnenses were not 


over $50 a vear, although she paid taxes | 


of nearly $100. 
She was a “well-spoken,” good-look- 
ine woman. with but few gray hairs. 


and was one of the shrew4est persons | 


to deal with. She probably never at- 
tended a public meet’ne of any sort. 
certainly not within the memory of the 
nresent generation, and she was never 
known to ride in a street er steam car.
